Maryland and Virginia joined in the 
Sunday closinp;' movement, and it is 
now to bt" a permant-ut matter with 
them if the nnUiS of the fair remain 
•pen the next five months. 

There is another feature of this Sun- 
day fair which calls for the comnlain- 
ings from the visit^ra Many of the 
finest exliibits in the manufactores and 
other department buildings were hid- 
den from the view of vieiforfl beoaiue 
the exhibit-OT^) or tlieir agents in charge 
did Qot propose U) work seven days in 
tb» week, and all the visitors oonld see 
were big ornamental booths and show- 
cases raflgured with canvae, wood or 
ixan sheeting. Not even a flag was to 
be seen on Vjuildlngs of Great Britain, 
Canaihi. Kew^ Sonib Wales and India, 
and the doors were locked. Visitors 
were denied aooees to the display of the 
United States government in the big 
domed building and the small adjuncts.

Madrid, June 5. — Despite the denials 
of the French local authority the 
Spaoish oonsnls in France . oontinoe to 
report tha spread of obdsn epidemic 
at several ports.

Between May 82 and 
Jnne 1 there wsK* 14 eaaea and 11 dsa ths 
in Marseilles. 

The Spanish government has ordered 
that all vessels arriving from Mar8»'illea 
l)e detniniui seven daye in quarHntine, 
and that vcHsels fi'um other MeditiT- 
raneau jiorts at France be kept under 
observation for three days. The gov- 
ernment will ask from the cxjrtes a 
special graiu of 1,000,000 pewoti^s with 
which to estiibllsh adwjute sHiiitary in- 
spection of all Spanish ports and oii the 
Frrocb fr optisy. 

RACE W AR THRE ATENED.

Ilea tew Within a Few KUee of Abra* 
fejtn'a tilaeela*a VoMa. 

DSCATOB, Ilia., Jane ft.— Twenty-five 

men walked into this city of 22,000 peo- 
ple Saturday morning and strung up a 
man on the principal street ^^ithimt 
meeting with any opposition. The vic- 
tim waj< Sauincl Bush, a nej^To lux-iiscl 
of outraging two wliite women. Bu.sh 
was in pail awaiting trial. A guard of 
12 men had b<t'n i)ut in the Jnil, and an 
extra fon t' of men were on duty out- 
side. About 800 curious people stood 
around the jail all night, tnough moFt 
of them thought no stfrious att^-rapt 
would be mode to take the prisoner out. 

At just 2 o'clock 2.'^ men came on a 
rush up WfNHl Rtre.et. They w^^re (juiet. 
witliout niH-^ks. and mov<v] in a !X)lid 
body. Thi'v forc'<»l Uu;ir way tlirouxh 
the (Towd iuid kn'x-ked (iii the iuildixjr. 
Depntv ShtTilT Midkiff and Si>ecial Of- 
ficer l"'*oBter SHt iwt luaido and refu(i<'il 
them aidiiiiss-ioiv (^ne blow from a 
Hledge cra.*-hnd in th'- w^xlen dwr, and 
the two oftlcers were snrrounde<l by 2.") 
armed men. Th'' ki^.vs of thi' jail wer^- 
deituinde<i, tnit both i)tli(v>rs dwlared 
they did ni)t have tJiem. The men then 
went to \k-ork vntli sledgehammers and 
chisels on the "iit-ude door. It was of 
poliil cn^itiriai. an inch thick. Twenty 
minuted t'laij^til liefore it wh** force*!.

Someone gave him 
a hard kick in the etomaclL Wlvn the 
fir.-it di<or was ojiened anotluT one of 
Ktfcl bars htild them another 2ii min- 
lUt s. There wti.s an Octjasirmjil veil, 
bnt altngethe.r it wa.'^ a Qniet attfKjk <>ti 
thf jaiL The next Iwrs a<'ross the cor- 
ridor W'Tc force<l. and with tluim a 
hx-k that oikiiH'il fill Uie CfUa. 

A frightx'ned negro inside ixiint^id out 
Bush's (jell. Three raim rnshtid in and 
foiiiul it aiiivjrcntly empty. The^ 
jerked (7\>!r tlie. muttrefts and lifted it 
up. and (mt hiiutd'Ml the negro, Ue had 
cruwl(«l iiujidci. AU ilay hrixlay Bush 
plux)k with fciir. Now he seemed ovdcr 
than at uiy time boiore. "Gentlemen, 
yon are killing an iniMiocnt mun," he 
faid. He wa.s (lrH;3:gt^J int^j the jail of> 
tiw. Bo iiiauy mrii aU»ii1 aruund that 
it took livi' iidiiutty t<j imll him tlimugh 
the cnrt\'tl iuU) the street. AU tliis time 
Bush said nothing, but the crcrwd yelled 
excitedly.

When the crwd ,st<)pj)ed 
at the foot of the pole he aj«ked for tiuu' 
to jiray. The men said, "Giw him all 
the tnnc' be wants." He knelt dimni on 
tile bricte* and begun to pray in a sing- 
song way. Ih' called on Jesus to come 
and take hi.* sonl anil forgivt; the men 
who were murdering liiui. He dwlared 
that he was innoc^^nt, Ph: pra>-ed 10 
minutes, a thousand people crowded 
animid, many jesting and notone seem- 
ing impreaaea with tba awfolnass of the 

scene. 

Finidly tlk> spet'tators began to get 
impatient A man hjid climlKMl half 
way up the and stood in the glare 
of "tlie light all tlie time. "(\\t that 
sliort,'' he mid. "Hegavi^ thitse wtmieu 
no tiuKi." (Jtliers ttxjk up the cry: 
"Hang hJin;" "lie's prayed long 
enough." Tin,' rope wajf passed t^> thti 
man on the pole. lie out it over a guy 
wire, and the crowd pulled. The negro's 
body, now naked as the day it was torn, 
swung up into sight four feet from the 
ground, and fell bac;k. The negrv) 
uttered no sound. A few in the crowd 
groajied. wlulc others yell''tl A hack 
was driven into the crowd against the 
protests of the cabman. The negro was 
told to stand up un it. ILe ref\is<'d. 
Half *dozen liands thn!W him uju .'ind 
help him while the roi»? was tied Uj tlie 
cross arm on tlie pole. The h(u k w.is 
driven away, and tlie Uidy fell with the 
feet not mure tlian two 'feet from the 
ground. The ni'<-.k wa^< not broken. 
The iKxly wa<< <rut ilown by Coroner 
Bendure. Tlie rojw woe cut up and 
divided among the cTowd around. 

Among the lynchers was VVilliaiii 
Vest, huslxiiul of tlie secoml woiu.'.n 
outraged, and Rolla Dill, brother of the 
first woihan assaulted. Bush has Ixu n 
doing odd Jobe around Dix'atur about 
six weeks. Monday, it is charged, he 
went to the house of Mrs. B. Dill anil 
committ<-d im assault on her. Alwut 
11 o'clock Tuesday morning Bush, it is 
alleged, went to the house of William 
Vest, eight miles from Decatur, in 
Jlount Zion to^TOship, and finding the 
woman alone, outraged her in the pres- 
ence of her small cnildren. She only 
succeeded in escaping by promising him 
money. News ot the crime spread over 
the townshij) and the farmers dropped 
their work and turm doutto hunt the 
negro, who, how ver, kept in the brush 
until he got about 25 miles away. Then 
he came out and was captured. He ad- 
mitted being at Vest's house. He denied 
outraging her. A neighbor identified 
him as havingjbeen near the Vest house. 
It was the first lynching that ever oc- 
curred in Macon connty. The hun- 
dreds of citizens around tne scene took 
it coolly, thoQgh they condemned, the 
deed. It is thought there will not be 
any prosecution.

SHERM AN SILVg R LAW.

W.KSJii\<iT<).N, June 5.— The Star has 
this: Information coming from silver 
sources makes it a safia px^ictiou that 
there will be comparatively little 
trooble to pass a bill through the house 
to repeal the Sherman ^h'or law soon 
after congress meets. 

How tlie thing will stand tn the sen- 
ate is another story but it wiD proba- 
bly be found that tiw. finance commit- 
tee, at the head of whioh is Senator 
Voorheea, which has bean regarded as 
strongly favoring silver, will have a 
majority for th^ reiieal of the present 
law. It appears that a number of mem- 
bers of the bouse who voted against any 
action during the Idst congress have 
seen a light since, and expect to vote 
the other way when they get to work 
again. 

The reason given by some of those 
who will drop frgm the ranks of the 
radical silver men is that in the light of 
the present financial situation many of 
"their people," without yielding their 
convictions on the silver qnestion, are 
willing that the Sherman law should bo 
repealed at once, leaving the question 
of future coinage of silver open. How 
far Uiis is the result the judiciaus 
distribution or withholding oif patron- 
a;;e by Mr. Cleveland, may be left for 
Kiferenoe. But it is certain that Mr. 
Cleveland has not lost sight of this issue 
in dealing with statauiaD who have 
been nakuig pilgrimagw to (be White 
House.

NATIONAL CORDAGE GOMPANV.

Nfw York. June The affairs of 
the National Cordage and Trust com- 
pany are again attracting attention 
through the attempts of certain of its 
ofBoers to adjust their own private af- 
fairs on a bans of 80 cents cash and t!ie 
balance in notes at seven, eight and 10 
piontha. 

This basis of settlement is regarded 
in Wall street as indicativeof the finan- 
cial condition of the Cordage company, 
althoogh nothing definite is known of 
the traafs affurs, nor will anything 
definite be known until the receivers^ 
report is filed with Chancellor McGHU 
in Mew Jersey. It was said at the office 
of the Cordage company that the ac- 
coontants actuig for the receivers and 
the committee of reorganixation wer« 
still at work 

According to Wall street gossip, at- 
tempts are being quietly Bads to con- 
ciliate oouiiicting intetaata In Cordage 
and combine In the reorganixation of 
the company the Cordage concerns 
which have never afi3liated with the 
trust. It is said in Wall street that the 
receivers' report is being withh/dd in 
order to give the reorganisation com- 
mittee time to fonnnlate a plan. When 
this is ixjssible, the raoeivers' report and 
the plan of reargBBintioD, It is be- 
lievcHi, will be announoed dmnltane- 
ouslv.

SusT)ectuig something 
was wrong, slie calle<l on the hea<l 
porter to o]>.'n the door. 

When the d i.>r was broken open Vic- 
terson was lying on the floor near the 
bed lifeless. Around his luvk was the 
silk eoril I't his smoking jOA'ket, the 
Other end of which was attached to the 
bedpost. On top of the ))ed was the 
smc^ing jacket itself, (^irefully folded. 
He had probably thrown liimsclf un tiie 
bed and after aajusting the noose ha<l 
rolled violently to the floor, thus 
strangling himself, and, the people at 
the hotel say, breaking his nei'k. 

Mrs. Victerson bK-ama hysterical 
when she saw what had happened and 
was taken away by friends. I?At much 
is known of Victerson at the hotel. He 
had been stopping there four or five 
montba He was unassuming in his 
manner. The remains were taken to 
Russe's morgue. Twenty-second street 
and Michigan avenue. Two suicides in 
one day at the Metropolitan caosed a 
daddad sensation among the guasts of

Valparaiso, June n. — President 
Montt, in bis speech oo the opening of 
congress, said that the relations be- 
tween Chili and other nations were 
friendly.

BtbatM Ho Ooed any Longer-Tbey 
BtBdtr a Policy Void— Th* 
Now Law. 

It is not (tPnPi'ally known that an im- 
portant act in reference" to insurance has 
been passed by the present Legislature, 
yet such is a fact. It became a law on 
the 16th of last April and Is now in force. 
Following is a synopsis of the ac t ; 

No life insurance company doluK business In 
Kentucky (ball make or permit any distinction 
or discrimination in favor of indtvidimis hf- 
tween insurants of the same class an i < .|uiii 
ezpectatlon of life in the amount or paynuni of 
pmninina orntM charged for the policies of life 
or wdowaeat Inanranoe, or in the dividends or 
other bMwMpayaKU tfetnon, or in any other of 
tiM turn aad oondltioBa of tlio oontiaot it 
aukMt nor ihaU cay raoh eompaajr or aaj 
■cmt tliorwf mate any oonttaet of Inrannetor 
•frwmont m to noh oontnet other than to 
plainly txpnaed in the polity imed thereon; 
\ not shall aay soch company or agent pay or 
alloWiOtoflbrtopayor ■Mo#, aa i n dt m aent to 
inraraaot, any rabate of piemiaa payahla on 
the poUoy. or any ipaetai favor or adTaatage in 
the diYldondtor other benaflt to aocmo thereon, 
or aay valnahle eoniideratlon or Inducement 
whaterer, not ipedfied in the poUoy contract of 
Insurance. Erery company or offlcer or agent 
thereof, who shall violate the provisions of this 
section shall be lined in any sum not exceeding 
9500, to be recovered by action In the name 
of the Commonwealth, and, on ooUectton, paid 
into the State Treasury. 

. The labstancc of the law is that the 
acceptance ot a rebate by a policy-holder 
renders his policy void. This is empha- 
iixed by a decision of Chit! [ .Tiistioc Holt, 
who rulei that " every contract made for 
or about any matter or thlnK whioh is 
prohibited and made unlawful by statute, 
la a void contract, though the statute 
itwlf doth not mention that It ihall be 
80, but only inflicts a penalty on the 
offender, because a penalty implies a 
prohibition, though there be no prohibi- 
tory wordt in the atatato."

The strikers encountered no really 
serious opposition at any of ttte cami« 
nntil they reached tliat of the McC\)r 
mick Construction ainipauy. There 
they were met by McCorniicK himself, 
and he told them not to do any damage 
to the propierty. They \>ega.n to hurl 
stones at llim. striking his hoim and 
hrnijdng him. McCormick retreated and 
iirocurtnl a rifle., at sight of which they 
left. Hia men. however, are all quiet. 
At Mason, Hogan & King'K camp the 
rioters struck and wounde<l Pettr 
King, a brother of the contractor. A 
freight train on the Santa Fs killed one 
of the strikers who waa on the track
